Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; The request for reconsideration is based on the 
amended claims that are not entered as noted above. Also, in regard to rejections under Kato in view of Uchizaki, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Kato discloses that the light 
beams are aligned substantially parallel to a pit-row direction or a guide groove direction. Uchizaki provides the plurality of semicondutor 
lasers and the motivation to use them in the optical head device of Kato. 
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
